I am writing to bring to your attention, respectfully, 
a proposed piece of legislation^WElch clearly violates 
all standards of legislative /ethics J fairness and judg¬ 
ment. i 

The Bill proposed by Representative Waxman, H.R. 1824, 
under the guise of legislation intended to inform Amer¬ 
ican consumers, actually constitutes a covert and under¬ 
handed effort at prohibition. 

While purporting to provide information on the alleged 
health consequences of smoking, it would actually: 

1. Enact by legislative fiat assumptions of 
a scientific nature which remain the sub¬ 
ject of considerable difference of scien¬ 
tific opinion; 

2. Create a vast new ^e ^uroe g al>y whose func¬ 
tion — by legislative direction — would 
be to harrass and intimidate both American 
consumers and legitimate business people; 

3. Discriminate against a single industry — 
and the farmers, manufacturing employees, 
distributors and retailers engaged in that 
industry — in a manner never before im¬ 
posed on any legal economic activity; 

4. Burden the Federal budget with costs both 
enormous and without limit — including 
authorization to purchase radio and tel¬ 
evision broadcast time — to engage in a 
propaganda vendetta against one industry; 

6. Lay an impossible burden on a major area 
of American export earnings, which would 
inevitably shift jobs and income to other 
countries. 

The proposed legislation, a rehash of proposals con¬ 
sidered and rejected by the 97th Congress, is not only 
discriminatory and unwise, it is also probably uncon¬ 
stitutional. I urge you, with the greatest respect, 
to accord it the repudiation it deserves.
